the result of two indlcfmenta re- 
turned by the grand jury of the 
Ohio Circvit Court, which eloaod Its 
midwinter session here laat Friday. 
The afl'air happened several months 
•to, but offldala and outraged clt- 
Itens have been working on the 
matter In the meantime and llnally 
got it in ahapa to pnaant to the 
srand Jury. 

On Wednesday afternoon the 
^ grand jury U'Iui tkmI uu in- 
^ dlctment agalnai Dr. Charles 
DeWeeM, a prominent and well 
connaetad roung physician of 
Horse . Branoh, this county, 
charging him with manslanghtar by 
procuring the death of Florence 
.Morris, a young girl about 18 years 
old. .Martin Wllloughby, of Cen- 
tral City, was al»o indicted with 
i)r. DeVYeese on the charge o( as- 
sisting In prorarlBg tha dasth of 
the girl. 

Judke Btrlchead flxed thi bail of 

i both OeWeeso and Wllloughby at 
$1,000 each, and bench warrants 
were isBued yesterday for the ar- 
rest of the men.

City for parts unknown, ha haring 

t<eard that the grand Jury was In- 
vestiK.iiinK the cause of the death 
of Miss Morris. 

A most horrible crime lias been 
(ommltted, If the facts as related 
before the grand jury are true. 
Floranca Morris formarly resided at 

H. Horsa Branch. Har paranu ara 
dead and some months ago sha 
want to Central City to make her 
home with the family of Martin 
AVlllouKhby. A few months ago she 
was brought bacit to Horse Uranch 
by Wllloughby and taken to the 
home of Mrs. Bunk Smith, who lives 
out In tha eonntrr from tha town. 
Tha girl had baan thara affbut thraa 
weeks, when Dan Wilson, a wall- 
to-do farmer, had occasion to go 
over to the Smith place to see a 
tenant named Davis. During the 
conversation, Davis told Wilson 

^ about the Morris girl beiiiK tlure 

^ and of her condition. While the 
two man wara talking, only a tew 
faat from tha baok door of tha 
house, soma, one eama to tha door 
and informed Davis that the girl 
was dying. Wilson and Davis then 
wint into the house and In »-few 
moments the girl was dead. 

It was stated before the grand 
Jury tlif Wilson found Dr. De- 
Waaaa in tha room where tha girl 
diad, and tktft ka aald In tka praa- 
ence of Wilson. Davis and otkars 
111 the room, that MIsS MorriS lUtd 
died from some natural cause, pos- 
sibly pneumonia. 

It was then suggested by some 

^oiie in the room that Miss .Morris 
be burled at once. To this thara 
was Btr<hig objaetioa oa tiM i«rt •( 
WUa(&i. who immadiataly Informad 
the grandfather of tha daad girl. 
This was the flrat tima tha grand- 
fnther or Wllson had known that 
the .Morris girl was In that nelgh- 
borliood. The grandfather got 
some neighbors and went to the 
Smith home, and after making an 
aiaminatlon of tha girl, aaat tor 
Dr. A. B. Rilay. of Hartfdrd, coro- 
ner, who keld an inquaat. Tb* \wi 
rpt limed a verdict to tha affatt tkat 
the girl died from tha altaabi of u 
^operation whtah OAosad'^ abor- 
tion. 

It Is said that Dr. DeWaasa, in 
making out the death certificate of 
tha young girl, stated that she died 
from perforation of tha bowels. 

Mrf Smith was a witneas bafora 
the grand Jury.but apparently knew 
very little about the affair. Since 
the grand jurv adjourned it Is said 
that Mrs. Smith will make a mucli 
better witness for tln' Coinmon- 
waath when the case against Dr.

Mr. Fantrass 
informad Marshal Albna Hamby, 
who after receiving a telephone 
message from the owners of the 
horse, arrested the young man. 

He Is said to have made several 
attempts to sell the horse to people 
whom he met on the road. Chief of 
Police Hopper, of Princeton, drove 
down Tuaaday and took tha young 
fellow into enstody.

Arlington— Cuba Will 
Honor Dead.

1 — l mpres- 
alva funaff 1 adP iUi aa A>r tha bodies 
of sailors recovered from tha wrack 

of the battleship Maine, and for the 
!.niniii« of the iKittleship itself, 
I'.avi' been arranged l)y the I niled 
Siatis and (.'uba. 

Shortly after March 4, it Is ex- 
pected, the twisted mats which had 
lain fourteen years In the Havana 
harbord mud, w.lU be towad out into 
the Culf of Mexico and sunk. The 
armored cruiser North Carolina and 
tlie s< ()Ut cruiser l!ii in in(;liiiin , with 
the covered skeletons aboard, will 
convoy tha Maina to its nnal raating 
place. 

As the two cruisers take the 
wreck out Into tha gulf,the batteries 
of tha North Carolina will roar out 
a salute of twenty-one guns. The 

shore batteries of Cuba will answer 
as the proc'ession steams out to sea. 

When deep water is reaihed, 
crews will be called to (luarters, a 
funeral march will b» played, three 
TOllays will be fired, and, as all 
that is left of the old Maine disap- 
pears, a bugler will sound taps. 

The North Carolina and the Bir- 
mingham, with colors at half-mast, 
will steam away for nampton 
Roads. There the remains of the 
sailors will be transferred from the 
North Carolina to the Birmingham, 
whiak will bring them to Washing- 
ton for burial in Arlington National 
cemetery, with millUtr honora. 

President Gomes has issued a de- 
cree calHnK for elaborate cere- 
monifs In Iliivana, as the ships 
leave the harbor. FlaKs on the Cu- 
ban military posts and publio build- 
ings will fly at half-mast. . 

When the bodies ara Mken to the 
North Carolina In tka morning, tha 
shore battariaa will bakin an all- 
day tiring of cannon, which will 
continue every thirty minutes until 
sunset. 

A guard of honor of Cuban nol- 
diars and sailors will watch over the 
ramalna while the. ceremonies on 
shora ara in progress.

Collector of Internal Revenue, 

Lawson Reno, atOwensboro, has re- 
ceived a communication from Wash- 
ington, slKned by Royal K. C.ibcil. 
Commissioner of Internal i;c\cnue. 
callini; his ;itli'iitiiiii to the [irovls- 
lons of the section relative to the 
annual returns of corporations. 
Joint stoek companies, aaaociations 
and Insurance companies. Returns 
of net annual Income for 1911 are 
required to be made to collectors of 
internal revenue on or liefore Marcli 
14, 1912. Primarily, every coriio- 
inlion is S'.il)jiri to tills rei|uire- 
ment, except such as fall specitically 
within the classes enumerated by 
the statute as exempt. 

Corporations whose net income 
does not exceed $5,000, as well as 
those whose net Income exceeds 
tli!it ainouMt, are recjulred to make 
this return, says tlie Commissioner. 
Heavy penalities are attaclicil to 
failure to die returns within the 
specified time. Specific penalty of 
from $1,000 to $10,000 may be as- 
sessed. Failure to Ilia tha return In 
case a tax Is due, subjects the com- 
pany also to*nn assessment of 'lO 
per cent. additionHl to tlie tax, ac- 
cordinu to the Commissioner's rul- 
ing. 

Thei e aic i ountles In this dis- 
trict, and flier.' are about 1,400 cor- 
porations which have ta report. 

"Corporations which hare not re- 
ceived the blank forms." says the 
letter, "should write Immediately 
to the Collector for them and lill 
out anil verify mid fic the sanie 
wiilMiiit delay, 'riic i ;(ivcr;i inciii i.-; 
under no obligation to furnish 
blanks, however, but does so only as 
a mattar of courtesy and conve- 
nlenca. Failure to racaiva blanks 
will not be regarded aa ground for 
relief from the penalties Incurred, 
i "l^acli new corporation which 
was oiKani/c'ii durinn the year 
, slioiild inform tlie Collector of that 
\ fact, Kiving its exact corporate 
I name, address and nature of. its 
' business, so that it may be placed 
upon tha list and ha famishad the 
neceisary blanka. 

"Nearly all cases of delinquency 
occurrini; last year were the result 
of ignorance, inadvertence or neg- 
lect," the letter ((includes. "It Is 
hoped that future deliniiuency may 
he avoided and In order to effect 
this result, this circular Is Issued 
and collactors ara inatrueted, 
through tha praaa. or otborwisa, to 
give as wide publlelty aa practicable 
to the Inatraetlona harain con- 
tained."

The currency waa be- 
ing tranaported from the Produce 
Kxchange Bank in tha lower part of 

the citv. 

The liiNicab h.ld iiroceeded up 
ISi'oadway without inisliap when for 
some unexplained reason the chauf- 
feur turned weat on Rector atreet 
Into Church street, skirting the aide 
and rear of Trinity church yard. 

About midway of the old ceme- 
tery three men sprani; from the 
ctirb. Oi'e .lumped on the chauf- 
feur's sent, tile other I v. o Kot into 
tlie vehicle. Tile man on the seat 
pressed n revolver in li's overcoat 
pocket against the side of the chauf- 
feur, nino Martini, and commanded 
him to drive swIftUr on without 
makinK nti outcry. 

Inside I he vililcle ilie two roh- 
birs were belaborini; the bank mes- 
seiiners over the head, .'^iiiith, one 
of the riesseiiKei H. is sixty-one years 
old, and he was bleedinK and almost 
unconscious when the tsxlcab reach, 
ed Park Place, a few blocka north.

Thia woadortnl instru- 
ment delvoB into the tnnermoat ae- 
creta of matter and dtvulgea na- 
ture's achemoa with moat maiwolons 
accuracy. 

About half tbe elemenU are well 
known and about half are hardly 
known at all. We bavo all heard 
of aluminium, antimony, araeale. 
blamuth. calcium, carbon, cbtlorlne, 
oobalt, copper, gold, hydrogen, io- 
dine, iron, lead, lithium, magnes- 
liT-.i. t»iercury, nickel, nitrogen, o\y- 
)-en, phosphorus, platinum, pnias- 
sluin, radium, silicon, silver, sodium, 
sulphur, tin and sine. But how 
many iMOple have heard of colum- 
bium or niobium, erbium, gadolin- 
ium. Indium, lanthanum, neodym- 
luni. phrseodymlum. rhodium, sa- 
maiiuin. teriiiuni. thulium, ytterb- 
ium, yttrium, zirconium or europ- 
ium? .'^ome of these rare elements 
have been detected In a most won- 
derful and intereating way by spec- 
trum analycic. It la well known tbat 
the white light ot tho aun la really 
a mixture of colored wavea of light, 
and that the colored waves can be 
He|)ar!ited from each other by pass- 
ing the white liKhl thrnuuh a prisni. 

All solid bodies, as platinum plaie. 
a steel poker, if heated tu wluu is 
called wbite beat, give olt similar 
compoaite white light thaa can be 
anaiyted Into eonpoBOBt colored 
waves. But it has been found that 
when any swtiKtan<e is reduced to u 
state of vapor and rendered Incan- 
descent, it no lonper gives off wbite 
light, but certain characteristic col- 
ored rays which can be analyzed "uy 
a priam and ao diatingulahed from 
all other anhataBCoa. Ia a rough way 
the colored raya eaa bo dtoeoreod by 
the eye, and the colored llghta of 
pvrotechnlc displays are rough Il- 
lustrations of this principle. 

The scientific instrument for the 
analysis of the light of incandes- 
cent vapors by means of a prism Is 
known as a "apectroacope." and the 
actual aaalyala la Irnowa aa apec- 
trum aaalyala. 

By meana of Taportting u- Xr 
stances and analyzing their Ught, I 
the most minute traces of eleintnts I 
may be detected. For Instance, 0'i« ' 
part of a grain of sodium, one sh- 
one hundred and eighty mllllnr, ,'i 
millionth part of a grain of itthiuni 
one mlllloBth part of a grain o* i 
strontium and ealcluai can bo de- 
tected. 

In view of the wonderful deli p- 
cy of this mode of analysis it Is ii"t 
8trai:i;e that it led to the dl.scove-v 
of some of the rarer elements. T'," 
Importance of the spectrosco,' ^ 
therefore, in tbe identillcatlon ami 
discovery ot olomenta ia uadenlalile 
and a remarkable fact may bo m^n- 
rioned. However diatant incandea- 
cent light may be. It can be analys- 
ed by the spectroscope which pr«'- 
duced It. 

We can identify not only the -jrlt 
burning In a kitchen fire, but tho , jugt 
rait burning in tbe furnace of the 
sun. A aubatance bumiag la the 
aua n.'OOO.OOO miles away may be 
detected with as much certaintv ns 
If It were In the laboratory, and in 
this way we have found out the con- 
stitution of Buaa aad auroraa and

In our own sun we have dlae^ver- 
ed about half the elementa known 
on earth, laeludlng iron,' carbon, 
calciam, aluminium, aodium, potas- 
sium, magnealum, silicon, hydrogen, 
line, copper, silver, tin and lead. 
Gold la not found in the aun. hnf 
3omc of the rare metals are plenti- 
ful, and helium was found in the 
sun before it was found in the earth. 
In nebulae an element, nebulium, 
««• boea dotoetod, wMa^ haa hot 
been fonad la tlio oarth<— [Chieago 
Trfbnae.
